In July 10A ^r/W n>l1 Wallenberg/ architect and solan 
of a wealthy Swedish banking family, was sent to Budapest. 

Be was attached to the Swedish Legation and charged with a 

special mission to protect Hungarian Jews from Has! persecution ( 

and deportation. Be was apparently very effective in his job. | 

In January 1945, Wallenberg was the only foreign diplomat to i 

remain in Teat when the German troops end diplomatic corps 

retreated to the Buda side of the Danube. When summoned by 

the Swedish Minister in Bud a, Wallenberg requested to remain 

in Pest and deal with the Soviet High Command as Charge 

D v Affaires in the Interests of those under his protection* 

on 15 January 1945 when the first Soviet patrol came to Wallenberg's 

Legation, he asked to be taken to the Soviet Compandor, General 

Chernyshev. Chernyshev took Wallenberg* 1 under hie protection* ■ 

On 16 January 1945, the Soviot Foreign Ministry informed the 
Swedish Minister in Moscow that Soviet military authorities had 
taken Wallenberg and hii property under their protection* On 
17 January 1945, Wallenberg received permission to call on 
General Malinovsky at his headquarters at Debrecen. Wallenberg 
left for Debrecen vith a Hungarian driver, Wilhelm Langlelder 
and a Red Army escort. This was the last time Wallenberg was 
definitely known to be alive* 

Wallenberg has been missing since he left Pest for 
Debrecen on 17 January 1945 and no reliable information has 
been obtained about Ms fate despite continued investigations 
by the Wallenberg family and the Swedish government (which made 
at least 30 demarches to the tfcvict government between 194b and 
1965) • The Soviet government initially denied ell knowledge 
of Wallenberg, but finally, in 1957, they informed t.ho Swedes 
that Wallenberg had died in Lubyanka Prison of e heart attack 
on 17 July 1947; they claimed the body has been cremated. The 
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Soviets reply to the Swedes laid the blame for Wallenberg's 
alleged mistreatment and death at the door of the Soviet 
security service* t 

Former Soviet prisoners who have repatriated to the 
Hast have made vague references to Wallenberg's having been 
interned in a soviet mental hospital and in the following prisons 
* end camps t Xr asnogorsk# Lubyanka # Lefortovo# and Vladimir* i 

This latest claim — the *Kozlov" report that Wallenberg had 
been interned in a camp on Wrangel Island — is merely one more 
in a long series. Thus far# Swedish efforts to confirm these 
various reports have been in vain* 

2 m Putative Soviet Labor Camp on Wrangel Island » 

A* This Agency has no hard evidence which would con- 
firm the existence# past or present# of a labor camp on Wrangel 
island* It should be noted that the Agency office which has 
made an extensive study of tho Soviet labor canp system# based 
on the most reliable intelligence information available# had no 
indication whatsoever of such a camp or camps over having been 
located on Wrangel Island* Outside of Shifrin's testimony and 
press reports based on that testimony# the only reference avail- 
able to a camp on Wrangel Island is the following excerpt from 
an article in Per Bund # Bern# 28*29 July 1970s 

"Penal Camps with Special Conditions! In the 
vernacular these camps are also called 'death camps' bocause 
practically no one is released from them* Xn other words# prac- 
tically no one survives the 9 special 9 conditions* They are 
located in the region of tho Oran mines near Noril'ek and in 
southeastern Yakutsk# as veil as in the areas of the mlssile- 
launching sites on the islands of Hovaya Zcmlya# Franz Joseph 
Land# Wrangel Island# and tho Kuril Islands** 

B. (FYI ONLY) The author of the above-cited article# 
Bruderer# is an active member of the NTS (Narodno-trudovoy 
soyuz — National Lcbor Alliance)* We do not know tho source 
of his information* However# as Shifrin has had considerable 
contact with the MTS# it may be that Shifrin was the ultimate 
source of the information on tho camp on Wrangel island as 
reported by Bruderer. 

3* Avraham Shlfrins 

We believe Shifrin's biography is covered adequately , 

in the published text of his testimony before the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee* Additional information on 
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Shifrin - of a sensitive nature ~ was made available by this 
Agency to Ambassador Richard Davies on 5 October 1971. When | 

queried on Shifrin, a recent Soviet emigre, who had himself 
served in Soviet lc&or carps, replied that much of Shifrin v s 
information is inaccurate." Based on the documentation at our 
disposal, it is our considered opinion that Shifrin' a informa- 
tion should be considered less than totally reliable and should 
be weighed carefully, no does not appear to be completely 
•table and does not conduct research on a scientific basis.

This Agency has no information on the identity of 
"ivoslov” and has no means to develop this information at this 
time. It is recommended that the Swedish Government contact 
the Israeli Government on this matter. 

5. 'FYI ON JUT) In the summer of 1973, the Swedish Intolli- 

r ce Service contacted this Agency regarding the "Xozlav* item 
the Shifrin testimony and requested our vie:** on "Kozlov's" 
reliability. Having received a roply from this Agency that we 
were unable to enlighten them about "Kozlov," the Swedish IS 
evidently contacted Shifrin via the Israeli* • Apparently they 
were not satisfied with Shifrin's ability to evaluate "Kozlov* 
or his inf or nation. It i3 not known whether they were able to 
determine "Kozlov's" Identity or meet with him personally.

An interesting piece of information was given last year 
to the Subcommittee to investigate the Administration of 
the Internal Security Act and other Internal Security 
Lavs, a Subcommittee of the Committee on the Judiciary of 
the U.S* Senate* A Russian born Israeli citizen, Avrahan 
8hifrin, handed over to the Subcommittee a written 
statement by a former Soviet citisen, now living in Israel 
and called "Kozlov"* According to "Kozlov", Raoul Wallenberg 
was in the early 1?60ties detained at a prison camp on 
Vrangel Island* ("Koslov's" statement is printed in "B.S.S.R* 
Labor Camps", Hearings before the Subcommittee to investigate 
the Administration of tho Internal Security Act and other 
Internal Security Laws, flinty third Congress, Part 2, paper 
127 and 128). 



Tho Swedish Government is now trying to cheek the information 
supplied by "Kozlov" to the Subcommittee* In this respect, 
it would be of great value to obtain ffcon the U*S* Goverment
